'A s far back as th e French and Indian w art 
and th e American Revolution, th e idea was 
as well-rooted in th is country , as it was in 
older countries abroad, th at waging war in­ 
cluded tub-th umping and blurring truth , lest 
th e truth diminish popular support tor th e war 
eJfort. 
.Even wh en th ings are going well, war-m akers 
want to make it appear th ey are going even 
beffcr. Casualties alway s are relatively “ ligh t,” 
compared with “ h eavy ” casualties inflicted on 
'h e enemy . Weapons alway s are superior, mo­ 


rale h igh er, loy alty firm er, stategy more bril­ 
liant, tactics touch ed with th e glint of genius. 
Th e enemy is invariably a scoundrel motivated 
by th e darkest evil. 
Th e undeclared war in Viet Nam is just 
anoth er war as far as w ar-m arkers are con­ 
cerned. Sen. Fulbrigh t and h is committee will 
find no lack of startling discoveries to m ake 
about th e propaganda being practiced and th e 
truth s being blurred, but all th e discoveries 
will h ave been made before. 
Th ey 're part of th e game. 
Th e o nly trouble is th at not ev ery bo dy kno ws 
when the g a me is in pro g ress, which a ppa rently 
la wha t Sen. Fulbrigh t ho pes to ca ll to a ttentio n. 
The g a me no w is in pro g ress in a n undecla red 
wa r la So uthea st Asia. The truth Is being blur­ 
red again to keep morale hig her Jha n It wo uld 
be if the truth emerg ed sha rp a nd clea r, the 
wa y it emerg es when wa r-ma kers a re una ble 
to exercise th eir a g e-o ld prero g a tiv e 
o? “ ma n­ 
aging th e news.” 
Th is engages th em in a running figh t with 
th e news media, wh ose interest is reporting th e 
truth —and th is, too, is part of th e game. Some 
truth alway s gets th rough wh en it is not sup­ 
posed to, but all th e truth never can get 
th rough as long as official sources must be 
felled on for information. 


When Is A War A War? 


An intriguing question of usage h as arisen in 
connection with th e figh ting in Viet Nam. 
Wh en does war become a War? 
Th e figh ting in Viet Nam is not officially a 
war. Th ere h as been no declaration of war. No 
enemy h as been designated. 
Th ere was even a question for some time 
wh eth er U. S. service men in Viet Nam were 
entitled to th e prerogatives of U. S. service men 
wh o h ad been in official wars. 
" Th e U. S. Army now h as approved th e addi­ 
tion of battle stars for th e Viet Nam Service 
R boon, wh ich gives official status to th e unde­ 
clared 
war. 
Two 
campaigns 
h ave been 
(rpproved, according to Army Times — th e Ad- 


paign. 
from 
March 
15. 
1962, to 
March 7 , 
1965. and th e Defense Campaign from March 8 , 
1965, to Dec. 24. 1965. 
Oth er campaigns will be added later, it 
is 
promised. 
Meanwh ile, uncertainty about nomenclature 
m ust continue. In common usage, war becomes 
a war wh en it is designated by a proper name 
in official terminology — th e Spanish - Ameri­ 
can War, th e War Between th e States, World 
War 1, World War 11. 
Th is h as not h appened to th e figh ting in Viet 
Nam. War being waged th ere, but is it not y et 
th e Vietnamese War; it is war in Viet Nam, 
enemy undesignated.

UNITED NATIONS — Saice we cam e to New 
York to represent th e country at th e United 
States Mission to th e Uni ed Nations, two 
events stand out in m y mind. Our embassy is 
at th e Waldorf Towers and except for our own 
long-time h ousekeeper, we h ave no staff but 
depend on th e h otel employ es to service th e 
apartm ent. 


W’e are dependent on th em 
to serve th e 
diplomats wh en we entertain. We discovered 
th at in all th e time th e American Embassy h as 
been h ere, th ey th emselves h ad never been 
invited. We th ough t it only righ t to give a 
party for th em. 
Therefo re, o n Dec. 7 , 1 9 6 5 , we 
entertained 
the m aids, elevator operators, bellmen, tele­ 
ph one operators, doormen, 
waiters 
and 
th e 
m any skilled 
and very competent 
working 
people wh o h elp us represent our government. 
Th e oth er event was for ’h e 1,528 citizens of 
th e United States wh o work at th e United Na­ 
tions. Th ey never h ad been 
invited 
to 
th e 
United States Mission to th e United Nations 
even th ough it is just across th e street. On 
June 7 . 1966, th ey were invited by Justice Gold­ 
berg, our perm anent 
representative 
to 
th e 
United Nations, to celebrate "American Day ” 
a t th e Mission and to m eet th e vice president. 


ONE WOMAN told me, “ I h ave worked h ere 
for 20 y ears and h ad come to believe th at I 
was a non-person, th at 1 didn’t exist so far as 
my own country was concerned, but now T feel 
better. I know th at I too am somebody .” 
A man came to me to say . "1 cannot h ope 
to reach th e am bassador in 
all 
th is crowd. 
Would you please tell h im for me th at wh at h e 
h as done h ere today means so much to us, 
talking to us about wh at our mission is doing, 
and letting us meet and h ear from th e vice 
president.” 
Arth ur h as not participated in labor contro 
versies since h e left th e Departm ent of Labor, 
but someh ow h is radar antennae pick up griev­ 
ance in th e air. 
Now 
th ere 
was 
a 
United 
Nations one. 
Since 1960 United 
Nations 
Secretariat 
em­ 
ploy es of U.S. nationality h ave been subject by 
law to U.S. Social Security Tax. Amendment 
to th e Social Security la,w to secure th is cov­ 
erage was initiated by some of th e senior U.S. 
m em bers of th e secretariat. Since th e U.N. can­ 
not be taxed as an employ er, th e application 
of Social Security coverage 
to 
U.N. 
Secre­ 
tariat employ es was set by th e law 
at th e 
“ self-employ ed" rate. 
Th is, of course, is a h igh rate and th e clas­ 
sification really pinch ed th e junior professional 
employ es and th ose 
wh o worked 
in gen* ral 
services. So Arth ur was involved in anoth er 
labor settlem ent th is time between th e U.N. 
and th e U.S. government. 


AFTER 
COMPLAINTS, 
expressed th rough 
th e staff association, th e secretary general or­ 
dered a study to be made by senior American 
staff mem bers. Th e result was a formal request 
from th e secretary general to th e U.S. gov­ 
ernm ent th rough Arth ur, for agreem ent th at 
appropriate relief sh ould be given th ese U.S. 
citizens by th e U.N. 
Ultimately , it would h ave been forth coming, 
but to h ave it announced on American Day at 
th e U.S. Mission made it doubly welcome and 
added much to th e warmth and cam araderie 
of th e day . It was a h orribly h ot day , but 
no one seemed to mind being pressed togeth er 
in th e too-small courty ard wh en Arth ur made 
th e following statem ent: 
“ Now, I ’m also y our 
collective 
bargaining 
agent. I h ave received th rough th e secretary 
general a collective bargaining demand. But I 
h ave h ad some very good h elp, as th e collec­ 
tive bargaining agent, in presenting y our re­ 
quest to our government. 1 h ave h ad th e h elp 
o f our distinguish ed guest h ere today — th e 
vice president. I’m very glad to announce th at 
th e secretary general’s proposal to th e Amer­ 
ican government th at you no longer be taxed 
a s self-employ ed people, wh ich you are not. h as 
been accepted. Now isn’t it a rem arkable coin­ 


cidence th at we sh ould make th is announce­ 
m ent on American Day at th e U N.?" 
Every body just ch eered and ch eered. It re­ 
minded me of Jan 21. 1961. wh en Arth ur and 
I were in th e motorcade th at left th e Capitol 
after th e swearing-in ceremony of 
President 
Kennedy , of blessed memory . We were next to 
th e last car because at th at time only th e De­ 
partm ent of Health . 
Education 
and 
Welfara 
cam e after th e Lai>or Department according 
to protocol. I was deligh ted with all th e ap­ 
plause th at would begin as soon as th e crowd 
glimpsed h im. 


PEO PLE WOULD CHEER and y ell, “ Hey , 
A rt.” I beamed and nodded proudly and re­ 
turned th eir h and-waving with enth usiasm. Ar­ 
th ur, th ough , was calmly looking across Penn­ 
sy lvania Ave in an appraising way . People were 
virtually h anging out of th ird story windows 
and 
waving 
h andkerch iefs 
and 
little 
flags. 
F.very now and th en Arth ur would rem em ber 
to 
wa v e back. 
"F or h eaven’s sakes.” I said, “ start waving 
back at all th ese nice people.” “ Did you ever 
see such a disgusting street?” h e said. (Th at 
was probably wh en th e Pennsy lvania ave plan 
was being conceived.» "Start waving.’’ I said. 
“ Listen to th em ch eering y ou.” But wh en th e 
procession momentarily stopped. I could finally 
h ear wh at th e ch eering was all about: “ Hey 
Art, y ou get us th at pay increase, d'y ou h ear?” 
Th ey weren't asking h im — th ey were ‘elling 
h im. 


Now on June 7 it was h is privilege t AN 
nounce th e tax reduction. Th e lively spirit of 
th e crowd was h eart-warming. Now I knew wh y 
th ey h ad not been invited before. Th ere are no 
funds to entertain 1,500 people on a limited 
budget. Arth ur said. “I’ll be h anged if I invita 
guests and not even give th em a cold drink 
cn a h ot day . Get busy every body and make 
punch .” 
Th e mission is not designed to receive 1,500 
guests — all at once. Th ere is an open court 
th at h olds several h undred and an auditorium 
for several h undred more. Wh at if it would 
ra n ? 
U lunch time in th e diplomats dining room 
wh ere I was entertaining am bassador’s wives 
and congressmen’s wives to meet Mrs. Hubert 
Humph rey , we could see th e dark th understorm 
come up over th e East River and h ear th e driv­ 
ing rain. Th at 
would 
settle 
th e problem I 
th ough t. It h ad been a problem. 


NO AMERICAN is more important to th e U.S. 
Mission th an anoth er just because one may be

I 
alm ost h oped th e rain would keep h alf of th em 
at h ome, but no. Th e rain stopped, th e sun 
cam e out, and th ey all came and someh ow th e 
court and auditorium h eld every one. 
Th e wh ole mission worked feverish ly . Th e at­ 
tractive y oung secretaries in Public Affairs con­ 
cocted a punch with out a recipe but it tasted

Americans from across th e street

Th e presidential board gave 
approval to a formula th at 
would h ave cost th e airlines n*v,d

ach edule. Th en th e labor-union representatives 
approved a settlement amounting to about $7 4 
million on 
a th ree-vear basis, 
but

Th is doubtless will furnish a significant pat­ 
tern to m ajor unions wh ich start big strikes 
and th en are faced with government presssure 
to settle quickly “ in th e public interest." 
Th e back-to-work bill,

Senate and is pending in th e House, applied 
only to th e airline strike. It now could become 
superfluous unless th e House decides to enact 
some legislation any way th at would regulate fu­ 
ture strikes Mid prescribe some meth ods of 
settlement. It’s doubtful wh eth er in an election 
y ear mem bers of Congress will take any such 
risk. Th ey probably will be content to let well 
enough alone. 
As tor th e many American citizens wh o lost 
money by reason of th e strike — th e o\y n ^ i 
and employ es of small busine*-es, h otels, mb- 
tels and resorts dependent on 
tourists 
travel by plane — th ey will rot get th eir 
back and could encounter sim ilar losses agf 
Th e delay s in mail service were also cost 
to business.

Th e spectacle of a Congress bowing to tlje 
political pressure of labor unions, wh ose mem­ 
bers put up th e money designed to elect a 
m ajority in both h ouses, is not one of wh ich 
th e United States can be proud. Nor is it likely 
th at any th ing will be done soon to eliminalh 
th e improper meth ods by wh ich money is used^ 
in effect, to buy seats in Congress. 


THE FACT REMAINS th at th e country h as 
just witnessed a successful strike in wh ich « 
th e Mach inists union won a big victory and ob-V 
tained a large financial reward, even th ough I t j 
was indifferent to th e public interest and cap-1 
ried on a strike th at cost th e companies in -1 
volved a lot of money .

As for th e union mem bers, some of th :ir 
losses in wages will be made up by th e for.h - ( 
coming raises in pay . 
Many of th e workers 
took oth er jobs during th e strike. Also, bene­ 
fits were supplied from a union fund. Th e com­ 
panies, of course, cannot recoup th eir losses 
except out of profits, wh ich now will be curtail­ 
ed substan ially unless th e government perm its 
th e airlines to increase th eir fares. 
Th e president of th e union said th at th e con­ 
tract is “th e best ever on in one set of nego- 
tiationing only.

Before Ja mes E. Fra ser 
designed the buffa lo or In­ 
dia n-hea d nickel he liv ed on 
the pla ins of the Da kota *, 
where he studied the fa cia l 
expressions of the America n 
India n a nd the ha bits a nd 
fea tures of the Grea t Ploins 
bison. It wa s Fra ser's intent 
to crea te a coin design com­ 
pletely different from a ll 
others a nd one tha t could 
be c a l l e d the only true 
America n coin. This he a c­ 
complished beca use of the 
subjects he used a nd the 
pla in ma nner in which they 
were presented. 
Fra ser used three Ameri­ 
ca n India n chiefs for his pro­ 
file composite on the 19 13 
nickel. They were selected 
for specific fa cia l fea tures 
tha t, combined, would giv e 
him the desired effect for 
the fina l portra it. The mod­ 
els were—-Chief Two-Moons, 
a Cheyenne, Chief John Big- 
Tree, a Seneca , a nd Chief 
Iron-Ta il, a Sioux. Little is 
known a bout Two-Moons but 
Iron-Ta il wa s a n a ide to 
Chief Sitting Bull a t the 
ba ttle of the Little Big Horn 
a g a i n s t Genera l Custer. 
John Big-Tree modeled for 
the fa mous Fra ser sta tue, 
“ End of the Tra il,“ which 
depicts a defea ted young 
wa rrior a s t r i d e a n India n 
pony. 


The fourth model in the 
A l l - A m e r i c a n tea m wa s 
Bla ck D i a m on d , a Grea t 
Pla ins bison reputed to be 
the la rgest ev er held in ca p­ 
tiv ity. He weighed a lmost a 
ton. Block Dia mond nev er 
sa w the hills a nd pla ins of 
the west. He wa s born in

Harris has come up with his 
findings—and they offer some 
somber thoughts for the com­ 
m ercial TV fraternity. 
Employing all of the common­ 
ly accepted survey techniques 
(phone calls, viewing 
diaries, 
and 
door-to-door 
interviews>. 
H arris found that “ from early 
until late evening, more than a 
quarter of the television sets of 
at-home families rem ain turn­ 
ed off. These silent sets belong 
:o the better educated, 
higher 
Income fam ilies.” 
‘‘During prime television time 
—from 8:30 through 9 :30 — in 
one-third of the homes of col­ 
lege-educated families who are 
at home for the evening, 
the 
set is dark ,” 
the 
researcher 
continued. "During these same 
hours, the comm ercial 
adver­ 
tiser is unable to deliver 
his 
m essage to almost one-third of 
those with the greatest degree 
of flexibility and expendable in­ 
com e.” 


HARRIS’S conclusions: 
"In an affluent society, com­ 
m ercial television 
is depend­ 
ing more and more on the low­ 
er income, less affluent groups. 
Unless the tide can be turn­ 
ed, today's $8,000 a year house­ 
hold can be expected to react 
towards comm ercial television 
tomorow the way his $10,000 a 
year neighbor is responding to- 
cay. Yet, rather than reversing 
the trend, comm ercial televi­ 
sion appears to be directing its 
efforts more and more toward 
its ‘hard core’ audience, 
the 
less educated, the less discrim­ 
inating.” 
The pollster saw this trend 
as educational TV’s opportuni­ 
ty: 
"The growing television boy­ 
cott 
affords 
Channel 
13 
its 
greatest opportunities 
and re­ 
sponsibilities. The 
vacuum 
is 
sizable. It includes the leader­ 
ship group, those who through 
opportunity 
and 
e x p os u r e 
should be setting the taste lev­ 
els of our society.” 
H arris said he found that the 
ratings on which TV relies 
so 
heavily leave a lot untold about 
who is actually watching. 
The 
number of sets turned on 
is 
only part of the story, he point­ 
ed out. For instance: 
"On 
Wednesday 
evening, 
when 63 per cent of the televi­ 
sion sets were on at 9 p. m., 
with all the television channels 
counted in, television still failed 
to reach: 
" . . . 60 per cent of the adult 
college educated males. 
" . . . 56 per cent of the male 
heads of households. 
" . . . 47 per cent of the fe­ 
m ale heads of households.” 
H arris observed: 


"WHEN 
PEOPLE 
rather 
than sets are used as a m eas­ 
urem ent, the serious shrink age 
in the character of the televi­ 
sion audience is patently clear. 
While 
the 
m ajor attrition 
is 
cnong college educated adults, 
here, too, the drop-off la 
felt 
across the board . . . 
“The 
more 
discrim inating 
viewer ignores 
the 
published 
ratings, overlook s the competi­ 
tion between the network s, and 
turns to the program which best 
fits his tastes and needs.” 
The survey found 
that 
the 
educational station here is "the 
‘hot’ channel” in 
t e r m s 
of 
growth in popularity 
a m on g 
viewers, but that 55 per cent of 
its non-viewers 
(representing 
27 per cent of the total TV audi­ 
ence) "either don’t k now about 
the channel or have not really 
been reached.”
